Two Rides at Coney Island Are 
Temporarily Enjoined 


“Riding the Rapids’ and 
‘Thru the Falls’? Affected 


Injunctions To Stand Until 
Final Hearing of Suits 


New York, Sept. 13.—‘Riding the 
Rapids” and “Thru the Falls,” two 
amusement devices at Coney Island, 
have been temporarily enjoined from 
operating because of alleged in- 
fringement of “Over the Falls” pat- 
ents. Action has been pending for 
some time, but it was not until Sep- 
tember 9 that the order for a. tem- 
porary suspension of the rides was 
signed. 

Acting under instructions from 
Hyla F. Maynes and-E. J. Kilpatrick 
the law firm of Pennie, Davis, Mar- 
vin & Edmonds brought suit in July 
against Riding the Rapids Company, 
which operates “Riding the Rapids” 
on the Bowery and Stratton’s Walk 
at Coney Island. Motion was made 
for a preliminary injunction, which 
was argued before Judge Garvin of 
the United States District Court for 
the Eastern District of New York, 
in Brooklyn, on August 25. On Au- 
gust 30 Judge Garvin made his deci- 
sion, which holds that the Maynes 
patents, Nos. 1,058,615 and 1,218,200, 
are valid and infringed by the “Rid- 
ing the Rapids” device. 

On Tuesday, September 7, an order 
was gigned for a preliminary injunc- 
tion and the preliminary injunction 
was issued Friday, September 10, en- 
joining the Riding the Rapids Com- 
pany ffom infringing upon the Maynes 
patents in any .way whatsoever pend- 
ing the final hearing of the suit. 

Meantime the Maynes patents were 
brought to the attention of A. B. Wal- 
lace, general manager of Luna Park, 
Coney Island, where one of Zarro- 
Unger’s “Thru the Falls” was in op- 
eration. Says William H. Davis, a 
member of the firm of Pennie, Davis, 
Marvin & Edmonds: “Mr. Wallace, 
after saying that Luna Park did not 
intend to infringe anyone’s patent 
rights, referred the matter to his 
general counsel, Robert W. Seaton, of

An artist, married ten years to a devoted 
wife, falls in love with a young girl. He 
leaves his home after a terrific etruggle on 
the part of the wife to save him for herself, 
She fuils, but in the end he finds he cannot 
do without ber, and the curtain falle after 
the way has been pavéd for a reconciliation 
some time in the future, 

The struggle spoken of forms the body of 
the second act and it is here that Margaret 
Anglin touches the heights. It gives her a 
chance to show the virtuosity of her art of 
which she makes full use. Certainly it is the 
dest piece of acting in New York today. 

The company surrounding Miss Anglin is 
very capable. John Halliday played the hus- 
tand with sincerity and sureness of touch, 
Walter Connolly as a family friend gave an 
honest and capable reading of the role. Mary 
Fowler was very natural and Sidney Mather 
gave an intelligent and agreeable performance. 
The rest of the company in subordinate parts 
did their work well. 

It is dificult in a brief review to give a 
proper estimate of Margaret Anglin's perform- 
ance, but perhaps some idea of it may be 
gleaned by saying that “A Woman of Bronze” 
fs one of those plays which you feel 
would be entirely meritless without her.—GOR- 
DON WHYTE.

All this in an atmosphere of incidental 
music, old violins and old masters that is not 
as real as it might be. 

The violinist is portrayed by George Rena- 
vent, who gives an uneven performance, In 
some of his scenes he is good and in otbers 
very arfificial. Frank Otto plays the auto- 
mobile salesman. He does very well with his 
role, as well as anyone could, but the part is 
not there. Fuller Mellish acted, as always. 
with commendable restraint and sincerity. HH. 
Cooper Cliffe played the calmest sort of an 
impresario, Even when his star artist re- 
fused to play before a packed Carnegie Hall 
he didn't seem to worry much. Frank Hoilins 
played a butler well. 


Marion Coakley is the only one on the dis‘aff 
side who has a part of any size. She is come‘y, 
sweet and wholesome’ thruout, Ka‘her ne 
Stewart provided some laughter as a loves:ick 
prima donna. The rest of the ladies did not 
have much of a chance to show their ability 
but did what they had to do capably. 

The truth of the matter seems to be that 
“Gentus and the Crowd'’ wae written and pro- 
duced by people whose knowledge of the mu- 
sical world is rather scanty. The result is a 
play that smacks of insincerity and which con- 
tains many inaccuracies. ‘A violinist doesn’t 
refer to hia ‘‘touch,”’ that is a pianistic term; 
no Italian refers to his ‘“‘maestro” as ‘‘mays- 
tro’’ and a waltz would hardly be played at 
a concert ef ‘old masters,” since it was a 
form of music unknown to them. These trifles 
are not recorded in a carping spirit, but only 
to demonstrate that the makers of the play are 
ont of their element, which in part may explain 
why they have produced a play of such little 
value.—GORDON WHYTE,

If Robert Whittier hasn't dealt a mortal biow 
to the production of Ibsen in this city, it wit 
not be his fault. A more ill-prepared and shoddy 
performance of a dramatic masterpiece cannot 
be conceived than his presentation of “An 
Enemy of the People.’’ 

The ieast that can be required of any actor ts 
that he shall know his lines. Any actor who 
does not is neglecting the most elemental part 
of bis duty. Mr. Whittier read hardly one line 
of Dr. Stockmann’s without ‘‘fluffing’’ and nis 
method of groping for the next speech by put- 
ting an “ah"’ on the last word was calcutared 
to drive a sensitive spectator close to the 
borderline of insan‘ty. In the speech scene 
of the fourth act, Mr, Whittier had not memor- 
ized one complete sentence and the prompter 
could be plainly heard by the audience fiing- 
ing his lines to him. His acting was on a par 
wih Lis’ reading. It was disjointed, insincere 
and its effect was to make Dr. Stockmann a 
“nut” instead of the strong purposeful man he 
is. Altogether Mr, Whittier’s performance is 
the most wretched piece of near-acting this 
writer bas ever had the misfortune to witness. 

It is unfair to criticize the rest of the cas‘. 
Their acting capacity is an unknown quantity 
in face of the nervous panic Mr. Whittier’s con- 
duct threw them in, 

Mr. Whittier has done no service to the 
drama in dragging “‘An Enemy of the People” 
onto the stage in such worthless form. If ever 
a play was made for this day and age it is 
*‘An Enemy of the People.’** Even with the 
terrible performance given it, it was impossible 
to entirely kill some of the stronger lines. Just 
how five a play it is may perhaps be gauged 
by this. It is to be hoped that a real production 
of it will be given in the near future.—GORDON 
WHYTE.

A play that tries to set forth an idea of 
which the author has only a superficial knowl- 
edge would seem to be a fair description of 
Tooth Tarkington's latest comedy. A band 
of communists come from Russia to America to 
foment a revolution. One of them, Poldekin, 
doubting their doctrines, becomes imbued with 
the American spirit, converts most of them 
to belief in America and instead of printing 
revolutionary broadsides prints the Constitution 
and Declaration of Independence in their stead. 
When the Department of Justice raids their 
quarters these are discovered, with the result 
that Poldekin is freed, wins a sweetheart and 
all is well. 

Mr. Tarkington relies mainly upon argumentum 
ad hominem in an effort to make the doctrines 
of the Communists ridiculous. It is too bad 
that he chose what is perhaps the weakest form 
of discussion for this purpose. The idea of 
satirizing Dolshevism is a great one, but can 
only be effective when the artist knows his 
subject thoroly. It is evident that Mr. Tarking- 
ton does not and his satire falls pretty flat. 

George Arliss plays “‘Poldekin."" He brings all 
his power as an actor to bear on the character, 
but ne ts always a man of straw. Elsie Mackay 
makes a pretty figure of a female revolutionist 


and generally does well with the role. E. G. 
Robinson, Manart Kippem, Emi} Hoch, Hubert 
Wilke form the rest of the Russian crowd. The 
types they portray are well differentiated ani 
their acting is satisfactory. 

Julia Dean plays an American prostitute 
effectively. Sidney Tolar as a Department of 
Justice operative handled the role splendidly. 
An unnamed negro, with an infectious smile, 
played a bit in the second act which was one 
of the few bright moments of the piece, 

“Poldekin,’’ if you don’t take it too seriously, 
is mildly amusing. It is worth while to see 
George Arliss act. But one cannot help regret 
that he hasn't a play that would give him a 
better opportunity —GORDON WHYTE.

Broadway’s Prize Detective 


Tells of Emancipation of the 
Old-Fashioned Sleuth of the 


Stage—Now Appearing 
in “The Bat” 


New York, Sept. 8.—“‘What do you know 
about detectives?” 

I fred this question at Harrison Hunter in 
his dressing room in the Morosco Theater this 
afternoon. 

A smile traced Itself on the lips of Mr. 
Gunter. He laid down his eyebrow pencil 
and surveyed me with that smile flickering, 
and finally broke into a laugh, 

“Not a darned thing,’”” he said finally, and 
then added: ‘That revolver isn’t loaded. I 
never fire it. I never intended to be a stage 
detective when I began my Thespian career, 
but I started to be what Alan Dale terms the 
‘detective par excellence’ in ‘The Thirteenth 
Chair’. Bayard Veiller, the author of ‘The 
Thirteenth Chair’, may therefore be held re- 
sponsible for my transition from a perfectly 
respectable delineator of tragic roles to that of 
the Slick Sleuth. 

“But I think that perhaps some degree of 
credit is due me. I do not hold a cigar 
tilted at a forty-five degree angle in the cor- 
ner of my mouth. I do not wear a sandpaper 
collar, nor qa watch chain with a compass 
hanging from its center. It might be gaid that 
until very recently that was the detective of 
the stage—and the only type that was accept- 
able to the powers that be. Perhaps I might 
be said to have gone wrong in my youth—and 
therefore am a detective! I’m not really a 
bad fellow, you know, on the stage!"’ 

But something happened right at this point 
of the interview. I don’t know what it was. 
Maybe Mr. Hunter, who is extremely modest— 
far too much of the shrinking violet to please 
an eager interviewer—thought that I was hear- 
ing too much of the persofal pronoun. But 
he just sort of declined to discuss at the 
moment further of his ideas regarding The 
Art of the Stage Detective. 

So for fifteen minutes we talke@ about shoes, 
ships, sealing wax—and farms. 

“You know I live in Westport, Conn.,” gaid 
Mr. Hunter, “and it’s the only life. My wife

grr Ta DR age 
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always gets the potatoes on to boil when she 
hears me coming at about 2 o’clock in the 
morning in my car. Why, living out there 
would keep anybody young. It’s the only life. 
Leave the house at say 4 in the afternoon— 
get to the theater at 6 or 60, get home at 2. 
But I have all day long to work around the 
place. Eleven ecres and a great big, com- 
fortable Colonia] house, wiffi trees all around 
it, a lawn in front and q barn in the back 
painted red, with white trimmings. Boy! 
That's the life! Got to get to work and re- 
pair that barn, too, Stick a few hem'ock 
shingles in here and there and put a new hinge 
on the door. I must do that tomorrow. 

“Er—you started to say something about 
your stage work, I believe." 1 mentioned this 
as casually as anyone could in face of the 
knowledge that Mr. Hunter would soon have 
to appear for the matinee. 

“I believe we were saying something about 
detectives,"” he remarked as he picked up his 
makeup and started to lay on a little of Stein's 
No. 8. 

“Well, you can say that I have done about 
everything in the theatrical line, starting when 
I was a lad and going thru every branch, even 
including musical comedy, vaudeville and 
etock."* 

“I didn’t know you were a musician,”” I 
said, trying to recall when I had heard Harri- 
son Hunter sing in that heavy baritone voice 
of his.” 

“I love music, but would not call myself a 
musician exactly,” said Mr. Hunter. “But 
when I played opposite Kitty Gordon, in ‘I’retty 
Mrs. Smith’, I spoke the songs and Miss Gor- 
don sang them. And the ‘song butchers’ used 
to say that they sold @ great Many more 
numbers when we played there because the 
women in the audience could understand the 
words. I have also done some comedy, and 
even played in one motion picture. That wis 
a Fox release, ‘The Stréngest’, with Clemen- 
ceau as the central figure. 

“I played in Oliver Morosco’s Stock Com- 
pany on the Coast. Isn't it a coincidence that 
here I am play'ng in the Morosco Theater? I 
was in the compuny that opened the new Mo- 
rosco Theater and played there two years with 
the finest company of people I have ever met. 
I was cast generally in heavy leading man 
sort of parts, althe we did anything we were 
asked to do. I remember that once Mr. Mo- 
rosco wanted me to put on burnt cork and take 


the part of a negro. I put om the makeup, 
but wasn’t a success in the part. Instead of 
a negro dialect my talk resembled the Yiddish 
tongue. So Mr. Morosco said ‘That's out,’ 
and gave me another part. I played Elitch’s 
Garden in Denver, with Katherine Gray as 
leading woman, Dodson Mitchel and William 
B. Mack, and. in fact, a Broadway cast I 
have done Shakespeare both here and in Lon- 
don. I was the original Horatio in Forbes 
Robertson’s ‘Hamlet’ in London, and I guess 
I have played with practically all the famous 
women of the stage."’ 

“Did you ever do any writing?" I asked 

“I never did.” said Mr. Hunter, and then 
he said irrevelantly: ‘‘Don't you tbink it’s 
Teally a warvelous thing that Effie Elisier, who 
is in ‘The Bat,’ played with Booth, Barrett and 
was the original Hazel K'rke? Your mother 
may have seen Miss Ellsler In her younger 
days, and here you of another generation eee 
her in a play of today. She's a wonderful 
woman and q wonderful actress. And isn’t it 
a marvelous thing too how the audiences who 
are requested in the programs not to divulge 
the secret of ‘The Bat’ do keep that secret? 

“I know of one financier who has seen “The 
Rat’ six times, and a!ways sits in a d!fferent 
part of the house This play, I believe, is a 
Mosaic. 1 think the euthors. Mary Rinehart 
and Avery Hopwood, have collaborated in a 
most remarkable way. And do say something 
in The Billboard about May Vokes. She 
registers her laughs in such rapid succession.”’ 

As I picked my hat up from the trunk and 
took a final look at the gleaming nickelplated 
handcuffs and the ugly-looking 38-caliber re- 
volver that Mr. Hunter says he never fires I 
asked him if he could think of anything more 
to add to the ratber scanty material I had 
wrested from bim. 

“No, I think not,” said Mr, Hunter, “‘uniess 
you wanf to say something about Fdward Ellis. 
IT think he's great as the doct—" ‘Yee, I 
know." I said, “but I will have to save that 
for another time’? And I bade the debo- 
nair Harrison Hunter farewell.—CLIFFORD

Equity intends to absorb all who work jin the 
dramatic and musical comedy field the better 
for them. Our people are tired of seeing 
others who pay no dues share in the benefits of 
the A, E. A, It bas got to stop, but for a 
little while only all can join w'thout penalty.

For Retirement of Max Reinhardt 


New York, Sept. 10.—Max  Reinbardt's 
brother has written a letter to The Berlin 
Lokalanzeiger, giving the real reasons for the 
famous impresario’s retirement. He says: 

“My brother is anything but tired of Berlin 
or his three ‘theaters there. The cruel facts 
are these: The total box-office receipts from 
the three theaters from March 1 to May 31 
were 1,701,469 marks, including luxury tax, 
The cost for the same period for the salaries 
of actors, actresses, chorus and orchestra alone 
Was 1,888,000 marks. The Government tax for 
the period was 573,104 marks. Should any 
one feel skeptifal as to the accuracy of these 
figures I refer him to an auditor who has been 
inatructed to place the books at the disposal 
of any one who may be interested."’ 

The reason given out previously for Rein- 
hardt's retirement was the necessity of rest 
from his long and continued work in the thea- 
ter. Seven hundred and fifty thousand marks 
at the present rate of exchange figures at 
about $14,000.

IMPORTANT RESOLUTIONS INTRODUCED 
AND ADOPTED AT TRADE UNION CONGRESS 


The outstanding feature of the opening of the Trade Uuion Congress at Portsmouth, Sep- 
tember 6 was the first appearance of Albert Vovce. of the Variety Artistes’ Federation, and of 
Sidney Paxton Mr Voyce convinced the congress of the necessity for national compulsory li- 
censing and regulating all theatrical avd vaudeville agents, and the Veriety Artistes’ Federa- 
tion’s resolution was carried in the following terms by acclamation: That this congress strongly 
approves and recommends all affiliated uniovs to support the efforts of the Variety Artistes’ Fed- 
eration for legislation for licensing every person, corporate or incorporate, who shall practice or 
carry on business of any theatrical. variety. circus, concert or film actors’ egency, or otber en- 
tertainment agency whatsoever, whether for the United Kingdom. the British Dominion, or 
possessions bevend the seas, or for foreign countries Faxten made a quizzically humorous 
speech in support of the actors’ resolution. which was as fellows: ‘‘That this congress strongly 
approves and recommends all affiliated unions to support the efforts of the actors to introduce 
legislation for licensing of all persons who for any purpose of private gain employ any person 
to perform in any theater, music ball. concert ball. circus or other place of public amusement, 
or to take part as an actor or performer in preparation of a film for the purpose of a cinemato- 
grapb."" Albert Voyce and Sidney Paxton made a good personal impression on the 950 dele- 
gates, representing six and a half million people. and received mapy courtesies thruouvt the 
week's session. Monte Bayly is an old band at trade union congresses. having represented the 
Variety Artistes’ Federation at its first congress affiliation at Bath in 1907, when Harry Mount- 
ford was also a delegate. 

Big Tim Healy. fraternal delegate from the American Federation ef Labor, conveyed per- 
sonally to Voyce and Bayly fraternal greetings from Harry Mouptford and James William Fitz- 
Patrick, both of whom expressed admiration and appreciation. Healy will convey Variety Ar- 
tistes’ Federation's appreciation in like maprer on bis return 

Albert Voyce and Monte Bayly will address a mass meeting of cinema artists tomorrow 
(Sept. 12), with the idea of forming a cinema section for all performers epgaged in picture 
making, with the object of standardizing conditions of work, etc. 

The Trade Union Congress reaffirmed tbe resolution carried at the Glasgow last 
year, as follows: ‘That this congress strongly approves and recommends al) affliated unions to 
support the efforts of the Actors’ Association. Variety Artistes’ Federation, A. M. U. and N. A, 
T. B. to unionize every place of amusement in the United Kingdom.”

Regarding Salaries of European 
| Artists at Present Rate of 

* Exchange Furnished

New York, Sept. 10.—The question of a 
change of policy which has occurred in some 
of the various European countries, as far as 
the vaudeville theaters are concerned, Ofty 
per cent of which played productions in Eng 
land during the summer, are again playing 
vaudeville at present, according to H. B. 
Marinelli, who, in an interview with The Bill- 
board today, suid that this leaves about twenry- 
five per cent which have changed their policies, 
including the largest music balls in London, 
excepting the Coliseum and Ialladium. 

“There is mo doubt,’ said Mr. Marinelli, 
that the theatrical business, generally epeak- 
ing, is extremely flourishing in every country, 
but the following facts and figures will sbow 
in a most conclusive manner why the inter- 
national business, especially in vaudeville deal- 
jngy, is impossible on a large scale. 

“The artists’ salaries before the war were 
Sgured at the normal rate of exchange, which, 
by the way, I personally originated in Europe 
and which was accepted as a standard to go by 
with all managers and artists. Here are the 
figures: Before the war $100 weekly was equal 
to twenty poundy in Engl'sh money, 500 francs 
where French currency was customary and 400 
marks in central Europe (altho salaries were 
paid on the Continent monthly at the rate of 
2.000 francs ‘and 1,000 marks monthly, equal 
to £100 weekly). 

“At the present rate of exchange the artists 
would get instead of $100 weekly only $70 if 
engaged in English money at the rate of 
twenty pounds, $35 at the rate of 500 francs 
and $8 at the rate of 400 marks, 

“On the other hand, if the artists woul@ in- 
sist on receiving their salary in American 
dollars, then European managers would have to 
pay thirty pounds instead of twenty pounds in 
English money, 1,500 francs instead of 500 
francs in French currency, and 5,000 marks 
instead of 400 marks. 

“In other words, a $1,000 act would be re- 
celving only $700 if paid in English money, 
$350 if paid in French currency, and $80 if 
in German, if the norma] rate of exchange 
were employed, whilst the managers would 
bave to pay 300 pounds instead of 200 pounds, 
15,000 francs instead of 5,000 francs (or 60,000 
frames monthiy), 50,000 marks instead of 4,000 
marks (or 200,000 marks monthly). That is, 
if the act or artists would insist on being paid 
in dollars.”” 

And, with a characteristic wave of his hand, 
Mr. Marinelli added with a smile: “Curtain; 
no bows; no further comment.”

We will have a drop that is in six 
sections and will ll any theater stage, po 
matter how large It costs $1.00, We carry 
special lights so as to be assured of the proper 
lighting effect. In other words I am a thoro 
believer in atmosphere. To get the proper 
effect from an instrumentalist you have to do 
this and certainly it is expecting too much of 
a vocal artist to merely place him in full dress 
and with a backing of bare walls expect him 
to score a great artistic bit! 

“Following our engagement in Detroit, Chi- 
cago and HalifaX we will sail fer Europe about 
May 1 We are getting $1000 a performance 
for Graveure.

In Albany I used 1.000 one- 
sheets and plastered the town We also go 
into the trades, using counter signs for stores, 
and each of the counter canis is an advertise- 
ment for the store and therefore it is used We 
also have the co-operation of Columbia dis- 
tributors in each town because Giaveure is one 
of Columbia's greatest artists. We use printed 
cards for music schools and conservatories and 
in addition have regular window cards and one- 
sheets for fences, windows, etc. I am also using 
thousands of stickers on the back of envelopes 
and bare distributed numberiess book markers 
bearing the picture of Graveure. I usually 
start the newspaper avertising campaign about 
two weeks in advance 

‘Graveure’s mother was a Belgian and bis 
father an Englishman. He sings a French 
group, also some Italian selections as an ev- 
core to ‘Sylvia,” and he sings the prolog 
‘Pagliacci’ in Italian The audience does net 
have to be composed of experienced musicians 
to follow Graveure. 1 don’t believe I ever 
heard any artist sing ‘Sylvia’ as he sings it, 
and he sings ‘My Menagerie’ like no one else. 
On account of higher rail rates and otber in- 
creased costs this season many sbows will 
eliminate their one-night stands and I expe t 
to play Graveure in many of these towns 

“Did you ever stop to think that everybody 
is musical? My observation has led me ‘ 
believe that the most expensive piece of fur 
niture in the American home is a musical in- 
strument, say a piano, From that viewpoint ! 
claim that everybody is musical My alm is 
to please the rank and file and at the same 
time give them the very best in musi !

What you 
need is a knowledge of the basic principles of 
business.

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 11.—Considerable 
misapprebension has arisen in Kansas Ci‘y mu- 
sical circles, and elsewhere, ag a result of the 
passing of an ordinance covering all licenses 
required by the city, reading as follows: ‘No 
person, firm, association ‘or corporation shail 
give, aesist, take part im (or permit the giv- 
ing in acy building, hall or other place ownea 
er cootreled by them) any  profegsionsl 
wrestling match or other professional ath- 
iete contest or professional concerts for 
which an admission is to be charged unless 
before the commencement of such match, con- 
test or concert a license therefor ghall be pro- 
cured. The license fee herein required to be 
paid to the vity for such, license shall be an 
amount equal to 5°95 of the total door re- 
cepts’ Thru some misunderstanding it was 
generally thought all concert managers would 
have to pay a license and this 5% in addition, 
but this was a mistake. T'rivr to the passing 
of the ordinance Louis Shouse, manager of 
Convention Hall, who is known to all artists 
and concert siacs who have appeared . before 
Kansas City aud.ences, went before the Finance 
Committee of the Council to resist the passage 
of the law, but his efforts were without result. 

In an interview with The Billboard’s Kansas 
City representative Mr, Shouse stated it is his 
opinion that the ordinance, even in its modified 
form, will prevent the coming of the great art- 
ists who in previous years always included 
the great Western city in their tours. Mr, 
Shouse is bending every energy to have the ordi- 
nance modified further, for if enforced, as it 
now stands, he fears a good many dates booked 
for Convention Hall for the 1920-'21 season will 
be held up, pending the outcome of the at- 
tempts to reduce the tax. That Mr. Shouse is 
not unduly apprehensive is proven by the fact

It is almost unbelievable that at this time 
any city the size of Kansas City should pass 
such a law as will make proh‘bitive the bring- 
ing of good music to the citizens of the city.

in Kansas City, the City Fathers class concerts 
under the same heading ag wrestling matches 
and athletic contests, which would seem to in- 
dicate that they believe concerts should be con- 
sidered as undersirable attractions, a belief 
which belongs to the dark ages, In such cities 
as Detroit, Cleveland, St. Louis, New York City 
@od many others a municipal music commis- 
sioo is actively engaged in promoting greater 
interest in better music thru the medium of 
converts, either given at a low cost to sub- 
ectibers or entirely free of charge. Detroit 
bas a concert course for which only a ten-cent 
admission is charged. Im New York City 
there are countless concerts given in schools, 
libraries, halls and in settlements entirely free 
of any tax whatsoever, and that the movement 
is successful is proven by the thousands who 
flock to these concerts, 

An abundance of proof could be given the 
members of the Kansas City Council as to the 
vast amount of good which will accrue to the 
city thru the presentation of good music, and 
it is to be hoped that the lovers of good music 
will rally to the support of Mr. Shouse and the 
other puMic-spirited citizens who are endeavor- 
ing to have the new ordinance recalled ot at 
least modified in such a way as to make it 
possible to bring to the city musical stars such 
as have been presented in previous years.

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“KIDDING” 
Out of Place on the Stage 


And Should Not Be Tolerated 
by Managers—Reacts Un- 


favorably on 
Audience 


The writer recently saw a performance of a 
musical comedy where the male principals had 
&@ riotous time “kidding’’ each other. In fact 
they had a much better time doing it than 
the audience had in watching them. They 
emiled and laughed at each other but kept the 
cause of their joy concealed from the very 
people who had paid to be shown it, 

Why are these things tolerated by the stage 
manager? If he cannot see that there is 
something wrong with the performance the 
manager ought to hire a new boy. If he 
can’t make his authority felt he ought to go 
to some show where the manager will back 
him up. Certainly, such conduct bas no place 
at any time at a performance where people 
pay good money toe be amused. 

This is quite aside from the fact that the 
actor should have enough artistic pride to 
inbibit euch conduct. The only thing that 
could possibly account for such actions is 
thoughtlessness. And it is in the hope that 
it may be brought to the offending actors’ at- 
tention that this article is being written. 

Zhe bard part of the actors’ art is that he 
cannot see his finished product. Like elec- 
tricity, it can only be measured by its results, 
By this standard only is the actor's ability 
measured. It would seem to be the part of 
wisdom, then, for him to see that he doesn’t 
put any obstacles in the way of registering a 
bit with his audience. Neither should he in- 
terfere with his co-workers’ attempts to do 
eo. “Kidding” may be very good fun for those 
who are doing tt on the stage, but it is mighty 
poor entertainment for those out in front. If 
the joke is good enough for those on the stage 
to get a laugh it ought to be geod enough to 
hand out to the audience. If it isn’t it might 
better never be pulled. 

The player's best efforts belong to his audi- 
ence. He is cheating them if he is giving 
them anything less than his best. He cannot 
be at his best if part of his attention is on 
@musing his fellow actors and only part on 
Pleasing his audience. Why do it? It isn’t 
good manners, it isn’t good showmanship and it 
isn’t funny—at least not to the people out in 
front. 

If any player thinks that he can get away 
with ‘‘kidding” on the stage without the 
@udience knowing it he is badly mistaken. An 
audience is more eensitive to these things 
than most actors imagine. It is a good thing 
that they are, for it means that their atten- 
tion is on the stage, and when it is nothing 
can get by them unnoticed. Fortunate for 
the actor that this is s0, else his work would 
be very much harder. 

Comedy among actors in the theater should 
be saved for the dressing room. It is well 
known that the “dressing room comedian” is 
never funny on the stage. He ought to confine 
his activities to where they belong. They are 
painful as part of a performance.

MUSICAL MUSINGS 


By 0. A. PETERSON 


It ht surprising how much misinformation is 
carried and circulated by some of the a 
magazines. These publications, supposed to be 
educational, often contain erroneous statements 
and misleading matter most pernicious in its 

uences, while the real struth is often 
rejected merely because it conflicts with these 
errors and exposes the writer of them. If they 
would confine themselves to things they really 
know and Jeave out the things they merely 
guess as it would be much better. 

Last month a young man writing In a mid- 
Western band journal gave us the startling in- 
formation that all positions on the trombone 
are an equal distance apart, and are the exact 
equivalent of valve combinations—which are 
true, be says. 

Now, all intelligent readers know that valve 
combinations are not quite true, being too sharp 
when more than one valve is down and that 
trombone positions ate not the same as valve 
combinations, but gradually get further apart 
as you go out and closer together as you go in 
with the slide. 

This fact is so well known and so easily prov- 
able that it is surprising indeed to find any nor-

Every violinist knows that his positions get 
closer when he goes up on the string and jonger 
when he comes down toward the nut 

The law of string length and pipe length 
ig exactly similar in their relation to pitch. 
This is one of the essential facts which every- 
one sbould know but which no one seems to 
know—because it is not found in books, 


The frete on a guitar are not equal distances 
apart—as everyone knows. The positions on a 
trombone are governed by the same law, get- 
ting gradually longer as you move out, gaining 
about % inch every shift. The first shift is only 
about 3% incheg. Most players make it too long. 
The second shift is 8% inches, making a total 
of 6% inches for the third position, which also 
is made too long by most players, altho they 
may blow it in time. Third shift is 3%, fourth 
shift 4 inches, fifth shift 4% and last shift 
4% inches—which you can readily see Is an 
inch and a quarter longer than the first shift. 
Many good trombone players and even some 
manufacturers do not know these facts and fig- 
npes, because they are not found in books.

Have you 
paid your dues? Don’t wait until you are in 
trouble before coming to your organization. 

A salary cut cannot be made without a 
two weeks’ notice of the same. We have had 
several instances recently in which the man- 
agement notified the members of the chorus 
that they must take a salary cut or a two 
weeks’ notice. If salaries are to be cut the 
management must notify you two weeks before 
the change. If you care to remain at the re- 
duced salary you are to be paid the original 
salary for two weeks and then the lower sal- 
ary agreed upon. If you are not willing to 
take the cut you are free after the two weeks 
in which you are paid the original salary, and, 
as the management has broken the first con- 
tract with you, it must pay your fare back to 
New York should you be out of town. 

Don’t let a manager tell you that he is 
“paying you more than the Chorus Equity sal- 
ary,”’ and use this as an excuse to give you a 
principal’s contract, There is no euch thing 
as a Chorus Equity salary. We have a mini- 
mum salary of $30 a week in New York and 
$35 on the road. That means you cannot be 
paid less than that amount. As a matter of 
fact practically all first-class managements 
are paying from $40 to $50 a week. They bave 
to pay it, for good chorus people are scarce. 
A member of the Chorus Equity cannot sign 
any other contract than the Chorus Equity 
contract and anyone who appears in the chorus 
Ss a chorus girl or man—even if you have a 
little specialty besides. The fact that you are 
din the chorus numbers at all entitles you to 
a Chorus Equity contract should you be a 
Chorus Equity member, and, as that is a bet- 
ter contract for you than a principal’s con- 
tract, you must have it. If managers persist 
in misleading our people in telling them not 
to take Chorus Equity contracts or they will 
have to get a lower salary than the kind- 
hearted and generous manager is anxious to 
pay them we will have to raise our minimum 
io $40 or $50 a week.

Sioux City, Ia., Sept. 1, 1920. 
To the Fditor: 
The article, ‘‘What's Wrong With the Music 
Business?” in the August 28 issue of The Bill- 
beard is really too good to pass by without 
comment. In it we read the following: ‘Until 
recently a girl could get ten hits for a dollar. 
Now her old dollar is worth fifty cents, and 
when you ask thirty for music you really de- 
mand sixty."’ I do not know what process of 
Teasoning, if any, Mr, Wickes used to reach 
this astounding conclusion. It appears obvious 
that if a dollar is worth fifty cents, thirty 
cents of that dollar would be worth fifteen 
cents and net sixty, but perbaps one should 
net expect more from one who is so naive as 
still to believe that prices are controlled by 
supply and demand. 
he entire article approaches the subject from 
the commercial side only, as it was, no doubt, 
meant to do; and, from this standpoint, it is 
probably quite correct.

writes that “Thirty-cent music isn't likely to 


last, because publigbers can’t find enough 
sengs that are ww thirty cents, And the 
public won't pay 30 cents for the ordinary 


piece of junk that is turned out.’ That 
statement is the most convincing proof to all 
free lance songwriters and the pub ic that has 
ever been admitted by any seurce of authority, 
Every amateur and professionel songwriter 
should read that statement and absorb it until 
some concerted action is brought about to 
break that “big song publish monopoly” 
that I have always preached a and often 
wr.tten about in your cvlumns. 

We are willing to admit that as long as the 
big song publishers maintain a staf of 


ma- 
chine songwriters, they will not be able to 
find “enough” songs that are “worth” 


thirty cents, and as long as they refuse to 
even consider the meritorious scripts of outside 
writers who invariably have the best scripts, 
which are usually shelved or returned as un- 
welcome. 


Oh, yes, the “good enough’’ thirty-cent songs 
can be found if the publisher will hand out 
some profit to writers who would rather let 
their manuscripts rust and dust on shelves than 
give them away for the paltry sum that some 
staff writers and suckers do. There is enough 
quality to scores of published songs now that 
the smaller publishers cannot exploit on ac- 
count of this big publishing monopoly, and there 
are scores of “good enough” scripts in my own 
possession or reach to convince any wise pub- 
lisher that they are worth a big thirty-cent 
plug, 

Of course we have some brainy big pub- 
lishers who have been “taking in the bacon,” 
for quite recently I have had two scripts of 
my own accepted by good publishers in New 
York, and when Fred J. A. Forster, the Chicago 
publisher, clinched the publication right» of 
my “Wishingjand” song he wen it over the 
heads of several other big publishers, who bad 
originally turned it down when I peddled it 
along Broadway, and who later seught the 
rights of the song. Every dog has iis day, as 
they say, and indications point to a near day 
when writers and composers will organize and 
hate some sway and follow in the train o: 
other similiar events that have lately preven 
what the results of CO-OPERATION amount 
to.

COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Defense of the Committee Reports as Officially 
Published in the I. L.C. A. Year Book—Presi- 
dent Lybarger States Many Reasons Why 
the Reports System Should Be a Perma- 


nent Part of the 


I; L.C. A. Work 


Here is a paragraph that shows an angle to 
the baseball reporting system that ought to be 
@ great help to lyceum and chautauqua per- 
formers. Study it. This article was written by 
I, E. Sanborn, the Chicago baseball critic, who 
writes for The Chicago Tribune: 

“There is vast injustice in the existing method 
of recording a ball player's work in figures. 
Everybody admits it, but none of the suggestions 
for changing the system of official averages im- 
preves things very much. Until some way 1s 
found to indicate and make permanent a player's 
work in winning ball games this injustice will 
continue and batting averages will be merely'a 
lever for the player to use in boosting his sal- 
ary.”” 

Do you begin to see why some managers are 
so violently opposed to the reporting system? 

Last year the I, L. C. A. started in to collect 
the committee reports from the various lyceums 
and chautauquas. This was very successful, and 
it seemed as tho this would be a permanent 
feature of the I, L. ©. A. activity, but there 
developed a lot of opposition to the system. 
Seme of it was legitimate, some purely childish, 
some the result of timidity, but much of it knav- 
ish and unscrupulous. The executive committee 
met and before the convention could pass on 
the matter of continuing the work the com- 
mittee steam rolled the scheme and ordered the 
effort to cease and forbid the I. L. C. A. office 
force to make any further effort in th's direc- 
tion and to sit mum on the reports that were in 
the office. 

But The Billboard, believing in these reports 
and what they mean, having been instrumental 
in promoting this work and having given the I. 
L. ©, A, office its co-operation in gathering and 
publishing these reports, proceeded to publish 
all the reports that had beem gathered and then 
plunge into gathering more. We have collected 
and pullished a great many of these reports and 
have shown the value that they are to commit- 
tees. 

Lee Francis Lybarger was president of the 
I. L. ©. A, when these reports were couected, 
and in defense of his position in collecting them 
he devoted most of bis annual address to this 
work, We are pleased to reprint that part of 
his address that related to the reports, Mr. Ly- 
barger said: 

“True it is that while the classification of 
our membership gives the character of the work 
done, it does not give its quality; while it tells 
what we do, it does not tell how we do it. To 
meet this defect I organized the Committee Re- 
port: Service, in which I asked the committee- 
men of the whole country to report to their fel- 
low committeemen thru the agency of the I, 
L. C. A. office the character of the work done 
by the attractions on their courses, 


“For years I have believed that such a system 
of reporting ought to be established by the or- 
ganization itself. No other conviction has grown 
so strong in my mind. I have contended that 
the greatest possible service could be rendered 
to the whole organization—talent, managers, 
representatives, committeemen—and even abcve 
all these—to the 25,000,000 of patrons who look 
to us for entertainment, inspiration ana in- 
struction—would be the establishing of seme fair 
and practical reporting system. 

“These being my long established conv-ctions, 
no other course was open to me on becom'nt 
president of this great organization, and haviaz 
within an ardent desire to render it some great 
and permanent service, than to try to do the 
thing which I believed ought to be done. 


“] have no desire to submit any arguments in 
favor of the Committee Report Service which 
I have established. It must stand or fall upon 
its own merits, But owing to the fact of the 
criticism that has been made against it, and of 
the adverse action taken by the Board pf #)i- 
rectors last Saturday, it is perhaps only fair to 
myself that I should here briefly state some of 


my reasons for believing that it would con 
tribute towards the welfare of the whole Lyceum 
and Chautauqua movement. 

TWO PROPOSITIONS 

“I base the need for the Committee Report 
Service on two propositions: First, that in order 
for the Lyceum aad Chautauqua to attain their 
highest possible succéss, the vast majority of our 
attractions must ‘‘make good.”” Secona, that 
the general public should know, and has the 
right to know, which attractions make good and 
which do not, 

“Our very existence depends upon the volyme 
of our annual bookings, This volume of book ngs, 
in turn, depends wholly upon the merits of the 
entertainments which we furnish the people. 
The Lyceum and Chautauqua have about 25.000,- 
000 patrons in the Un.ted States. If we could 
make our entertainments attractive enough we 
would have double the number of patrons. And 
60 upon the last analysis it all depends upon the 
quality and merit of talent whether the move- 
ment grows or declines. 

“Every poor attraction not only kills the de- 
mand for itself, but for all of us. Too much 
med.ocre talent disgusts the people and they 
stop buying altogether, as hundreds of comuni- 
ties have done. We all lose. On the otner 
hand, every superior attraction increases the de- 
mand not only for itself, but for all of us. There- 
fore, the buying public has the right to have 
before it a record showing what each attraction 
has done, in order that it can select the best 
and leave the worst to disappear by natural 
elimination,

KABLE BROTHERS’ FRATERNAL 
PUBLISHING COMPANY BAND 


At the recent Rock River Assembly at Dixon, 
of the oldest and biggest in the country, 
a big hit was made by the concert work of 
the Kable Brothers’ Company Band, of Mount 
Morris, Ill., which played an afternoon and an 
evening concert. This band deserves a word 
of mention as being unique in the annals of 
amateur country town bands. 

Mount Morris is a country town of only 1,400 
inhabitants, but, contrary to the usual small 
town experience, has had a good amateur band 
for over twenty years. Last fall the dand ac- 
cepted a proposition from Kable Brothers’ Come 
pany, a large printing concern that bas grown 
up in Mount Morris, to supply a full equipment 
of new instruments and uniforms and employ a 
competent leader, with the understand'ng that 
the community would continue to contridute 
to its support. The instrumentation was in- 
creased to forty-five pieces, and Prof, @rancis 
A. Myers, of New Hartford, ‘N. Y., author of 
many standard American compos'tions, engaged 
as bandmaster. The name was changed to 
Kable Brothers’ Company Band. 

A full concert band of forty-five pieces, w ‘h 
a talented director, in a small town like Mount 
Morris is very rare. It is conducted along 
strictly amateur lines and is making very rap'd 
progress.

Saturday night concerts are played in the 
college park, which is just across the street 
from the business section, and monthly indoor 
concerts are given during the winter,

The cost of half-tone plates and zinc 
etchings, on flat engravings, has ad- 
vanced three hundred per cent since 
1914, while the increase in cost of tooling 
or extras on plates amounts to six hun- 
dred per cent.

Another manager, one of the best 
known in the Loop, said he had enough 
chorus girls if somebody didn’t take 
them away from him. This man 
speaks of the vaudeville profession 
with some rancor. 

“The vaudeville acts carrying pianists 
have increased in number to such an 
extent,” he said, “that they have de- 
moralized the piano playing supply. 
Ten years ago sO many pianists wanted 
to work for me for $30 a week that I 
nearly had to use force to get rid of 
them. Now,” he paused impressively, 
“they are getting from $100 to $125 a 
week—a week, mind you. I'll pay that 
myself without a word. I don’t blame 
human beings for bettering them- 
selves; it’s what I am trying to do my- 
self. But when you can’t get talent at 
the present prices—well, that’s the sit- 
uation, and it’s got to be met the best 
way possible.”

It was not precisely a good performance, 
but it was certainly not a bad one. 
trembling between laughter and tears, came thru to the audience. On 
the morning after we looked in our newspapers to see what the critics 
would have to say to what is indubitably the greatest of all modern plays. 
We are surfeited with bad ones in London nowadays; to have to see 
them is like being condemned to read an unending series of third-rate 
novels, for our dramatic hacks have only a fraction of the sheer technical 
If our managers want a competent melodrama they 
have to import it from New York. So that we could not help thinking 
that “The Cherry Orchard” would be manna in the desert to the critics. 
They had had nothing to write about for so long that they would jump 
at the opportunity of showing us what they are made of. 


They did. There was not one of tkem, with the exception of Mr. St. 
John Ervine, in The Observer, and Mr. Swinnerton, in The Nation, who 
had the faintest notion that he had been to see a masterpiece. “The Cherry 
Orchard” was tedious; it was silly; it was a characteristic product of the 
country which had produced Bolshevism; it was an amateurish, long- 
winded version a la Russe of Mr. Galsworthy’s “The Skin Game.” In 
short, our dramatic critics showed that they have not changed a jot since 
the brave old days when Ibsen was first brought to London. 
the energy which Mr. Shaw possessed in those stirring times or I should 
make a pamphlet-anthology of the critics’ outpourings on “The Cherry 

But I earnestly recommend any American writer who is op- 
pressed by the intolerable airs which we English give ourselves in mat- 
ters of culture to remember the date of this astonishing exhibition of 
critical stupidity. The files of the daily press for July 12, 1920, will pro- 
vide him with material enough for a very good bombshell to drop into 
literary London in 1930, when “The Cherry Orchard” will have become

K. Newcomb, well-known member of 
the I. L. C. A., and for the past six years a 
member of the faculty of the Ohio Wesleyan 
University, as head of the School of Oratory, 
has been elected to the position of executive 
secretary of the Industrial Aspciation, of 
Cleveland, O., and has already taken up his new 
duties. The Industrial Association, which was 
established several years ago by some of the 
leading manufacturers of Cleveland, is an or- 
ganization which has for its aim the establish- 
ment of a better understanding between em- 
ployers and employees thru social and educa- 


100 tional methods. The Industrial Club, which is a 


part of this association, maintains a_  well- 
equiped club room in what was formerly the 
‘*Rookwood Room” of the Olmstead Hotel. The 
membership is made up of employers, salaried 
officials and foremen from the various industrial 
plants of the city. Social gatherings of dif- 
ferent kinds are held at regular intervals and 
programs of lectures, both inspirational and 
technical, are given for the members. Thru 
these means different groups representing capt- 
tal, management and labor are brought into 
closer touch with one another. The Board of 
Governors of the association, having decided to 
00 enlarge and extend the work of the institution, 
created the office of Executive Secretary, and, 
after some investigation, chose Mr. Newcomb 
for the place. An extended educational program 
involving the establishment of classes, lectures 


00 and other forms of educational work, such as 


forums, debates, etc., will constitute the duties 
of the secretary. The position is one of re- 
sponsibility and affords great opportunity for 
advancement in the important field of industrial 
relations.

Owing to the illness of his sister Howard 
Clefense, the clever young escape artist, was 
suddenly called home from the White Moun- 
tains, where, in conjunction with Prof. Louis 
‘Krieger, *“‘The Merry Wizard,’’ he had been 
Playing the leading hotels. 

Magical race horses: ‘‘Mysteri#us Girl,”’ 
“‘Handfull,’”” ‘‘Witchcraft,” ‘‘Thimble,’’ ‘‘Prop- 
aganda,"’ ‘“‘The Great,’’ ‘‘Wonder,’’ ‘‘Marvel.’’ 

The clever Italian magician, Bernardo Bosco, 
grandson of the original Bosco, and, as he 
claims, the only genuine Bosco alive today, is 
presenting some remarkably fine magic at the 
Harlem Museum here and gives a performance 
Well worth seeing. He is a clean worker and 
holds the crowds well.

Forty Thousand People Pass 


Thru Gate on Opening Day— 
Attractions and Exhibits 
Unexcelled 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 9.—Attendance rec- 
ords were shattered on the opening day of the 
sixty-ninth Indiana State Fair, when 40,000 
people passed thru the turnstiles. Tuesday and 
Wednesday were both big days, tho the hatter 
was cut down somewhat by rain in the evening. 

With large exhibits, more amusements and a 
greater number of displays, the State Exposition 
has eclipsed all previous records, not only in 
exhibits, but in attendance. The many exhibits 
and a greater variety of displays have presented 
a problem in housing which has been solved 
only by adding tents to the regular display 
buildings to house the overflow. 

Fifty acres of- ground are covered by the ma- 
chinery exhibits, an extension by about twenty- 
five per cent over last year, when forty acres 
were covered by this division. 

“Never in the history of the State Fair has 
it had such a volume of displays to offer the 
public,”? said Charles F, Kennedy, secretary and 
general manager. ‘‘The live stock show is 
larger than in any other year, the automobile 
show has overflowed its building into tents, 
there are over 300 harness horses participating 
in the races, the midway is the largest in 
years and the entertaining features far surpass 
those offered in past years,’’ 

John Orman, who has staged the largest 
automobile show ever conducted in the State, 
expressed pleasure over the finished aspect of 
the entire display upon the opening day, and 
stated that the show bids fair to eclipse all 
yrevious sales records, ‘

HITTING FRANCHISE 
PLANS IN THE SOUTH 


New Orleans, Sept. 10.—Loulsiana's “Blue 
Sky Law’’ passed by the legislature at the 
session recently closed has a clause which af- 
fects motion picture producers, destributors and 
their representatives, who will be obliged to 
comply with the new law before attempting 
to do business in this State. The provisiong 
relate especially to that form of film distribu- 
tion which is designated as the “Franchise 
system.” 

Hereafter all peddlers of “franchises” will 
be required to go before a board appointed 
by the Governor and satisfy the members, of 
which the attorney general is a member, that 
the plan is feasible, not financed om a shoe- 
string and bas ample financial backing. Tur- 
chasers of these socalled ‘“‘franchises’ will 
be protected by law against any kind of fraud, 

If the promoters can satisfy the board a 
license is issued. 

A heavy fine and imprisonment is provided 
by the statute for any person or persons at- 
tempting to do business witbout a license.

MORE SUPPORT FOR INDEPEND- 
ENT PRODUCERS IS NEEDED 


THE BILLBOARD, in its last issue, 
commented upon the fact that ex- 
hibitors were treading upon each 
other’s heels to sign up with the big 
fellows. In other words, they still be- 
lieve in buying fifty-two a year without 
knowing just what they are going to 
get. No one appreciates the difficulties 
of the booker more than the writer, but 
it is hard to understand this haste in 
tying up with programs. There are 
plenty of good pictures to be found 
outside of the program companies at 
reasonable prices and with no ex- 
asperating conditiens. I could namea 
dozen program pictures that are dis- 
tinctly inferior to an even number of 
independent pictures. The independent 
prodycer carries no concealed weapons 
against the independence of the exhib- 
itor. The Cleveland resolutions favored 
the patronage of the independent pro- 
ducer. Will these resolutions be more 
than a dead letter? 


WATCHING THE MARKET 


I learn from excellent authority that 
the Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America propose to watch the picture 
market with a view of supplying valu- 
able data to the exhibitors away from 
the big film centers. These exhibitors 
are in need of such information as an 
antidote for the “whoppers” shot at 
them by able but somewhat mendacious 
film peddlers. If the M. P. T. O. will 
aid in reducing the number of bad and 
failed pictures it will render a service 
of no small value to the industry at 
large. The notion is still prevalent 
that the market absorbs and ought to 
absorb a lot of poor pictures. It’s one 
of the worst heresies in the industry.

DEMAND RELIEF FROM HOSTILE 
LAWS 


The following letter has been gent out to 
every exhibitor by the Motion Picture Theater 
Owners of America: 

To the Motion Ticture 
America; 

If you are interested either in promoting bene- 
ficial legislation or resisting the enactment of 
hostile laws, this is the t me to get busr. 

The experiences of other organizations have 
proven that candidates four politicai offices are 
theroly alive to the value and power of the 
screen, We believe that with the popularity 
of the theater and the personnel of the men ex 
hib'ting pictures every fairminded and intelli- 
gent candidate for a legislative office wil! be 
giad to align himself with the exhibitors in 
any fair and reasonable demand. 

Thus in the matter of Sunday legislation, in 
opposition to censorship, on questions of taxa- 
tion, legislators will surely be found willing to 
help the motion picture theater owners and the 
public that goes to popularize the motion picture 
theaters. 

It devolves upon you to get the legislator to ex- 
press himself in a formal and definite manner. 
This can be done by issuing ‘‘Questionnaires” ¢o 
all candidates for legislative offices. Send out 
Your questionnaires at once and let your ques- 
tionnaires be plain, simply asking for an expres- 
sion of opinion as to the attitude of the candidate 
on the questions which are of interest to you 
and your party. “Tet them know you are writing 
not merely on behalf of yourself, but as the 
representative of the men, women and children 
who patronize the motion picture theaters. 

We think it advisable under all circumstances 
to get an expression on the question of censor- 
ship, and if there is any probability in your 
State of legislation sanctioning the opening of 
motion picture theaters on Sunday during cer- 
tain hours, your candidate should put himself 
on record on that question as well. Remember 
that at the coming general elections members 
of Congress will be voted for in every State. 
The coming Congress will deal with questions of 
taxation. Indeed, men prominent in the last 
Congress had expressed their willingness to 
modify the five per cent filh tax. 

We believe that if the exhibitors of the coun- 
try take this question up with their Congress 
man and commit bim in writing to the abolition 
of this tax its removal is altogether probable. 
It is considered best and most effective to send 
individual letters on your own stationery, as 
members of Congress are very much opposed to

In Apache land of the Great West lives a 
sheriff who is fat and jolly, but fails to win 
attention of the fair sex. His pal is Jack 
Payson, a wealthy rancher, who is to marry 
Echo Alicn, the one-time fiancee of Dick Lane, 
eupposed to have perished on the desert while 
prospecting, Instead he was murderously at- 
tacked by Buck McKee and his band of 
renegades, who rob him of his gold and leave 
bim for dead. Months after he recovers in a 
Mexican hespital and starts for home, a wreck 
of his former self. Echo believing him dead 
is being maisial to Jack, and the wanderer 
sees her in bridal robes as he watches longingly 
thra the windows. Crushed in spirit he goes 
back to the desert, Later Jack is accused of 
the murder of the station agent, which crime 
was committed by the half-breed McKee, who 
bas ensnared Echo’s young brother in his 
schemes. The sheriff arrests Jack, but scorned 
by his bride for his failure to deliver Dick’s 
message before the wedding he escapes and 
finds Dick dying of thirst. The Government 
is tonmding up the renegades and arrives at a 
myuntain fastness in time to rescue Jack, who 
has won Dick’s forgiveness before his death, 
The sheriff has led the posse after his pal 
and they conquer the bandits after a confession 
from the fatally wounded half-breed, which 
frees Javk from the stigma of murder. Echo 
eagerly returns to her husband, but nobody 
loves a fat man, so the sheriff is etill a free 
lance, 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

The comedy element shows a fine sense of 
propertivon, as it is mot too insistently in- 
trusive, nor does it resort to the horseplay 
activities which heretofore have surrounded 
the rotund comedian. The smiling, fat sheriff 
fits into the picture like a glove and the popu- 
lar comedian caught the right spirit of the role, 
He was stern when necessary, and comical at 
times. The picture has a big story, which is 
ndded to ovcasionally, stringing the various 
episxies along with renewed interest. Pathos 
bas not been neglected and the love element 


is sweet and clean, Sympathy goes out to the 
prospector Dick Lane, who seemed fated to 
bard luck at every turn, This role was played 
convincingly by Irwin Cummings, being the first 
time in an age that he has not posed as a hand- 
some villain. 

A very pleasing picture of the Western 
out of doors, which gives many a thrill during 
the chase after the renegades thru mountain 
fastness, gorges and impassable trails. This 
is the big punch of the picture, which gets 
over in a realistic Manner.

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 


In 1860 John Rhead, a struggling engineer, 
invents a substitute for worden ships, but is 
écorned by the aristocratic family of Rose 
Sibley, whom he wishes to marry, They are 
forced to elope and his sister Emily takes sides 
in the family row and breaks her engagem<nat 
to Sam Sibley, which ruins her life. The next 
episode shows the daughter of Rose and Jobn 
having a thwarted romance similar to her 
mother’s. Again a family row and blighted 
love. The third generation next loom largely, 
but this girl is imbued with more of the 1900 
spirit and refuses to marry at her parents’ 
command, 

THB CRITICAL X-RAY 


As a pictorial display of family traits, of 
quaint character types, and a haunting refrain 
of other yesterdays, this picture leaves an in- 
delible impression upon the spectator. At- 
mospherically it is correct and the costuming 
of the ladies caused many a gasp at the volu- 
minous hoops, quaint head dress and the ro- 
mance of an elopement with a hat-less bride 
who protested—despite her love—at euch an 
incongruity and breach of Victorian etiqnet. 
But there is charm and patios in the co-ming- 
ling of old hearts and young—the inability of 
the former to grasp the joyous abandon of 
the new sprigs who had advanced and progressed 
with the times. It was all iike an old paint- 
ing—the dear, sweet old ladies with their 
silken shawls draped over dropping shouider, 
and the stubborn character of the Englishman, 
John Rhead, who was repeating the mistakes 
and uukindnesses of his-ancestors. A line at 
the very peaceful finale expressed the motif 
of the play “We live—and learn.”’ 

We might object to the same old ladies ap- 
pearing so very bent and feeble when only 
grandmothers, It is a distinct shock to us 
of the twentieth century who see only chipper- 
up-to-the-minute women who have passed the 
seer and yellow age limit. But despite such 
trivialities the entire film was a delight to 
those who appreciate the finesse and cultured 
manners of an old regime, 

Lewie Stone should be commended “for an 
artistic performance and an excellent makeup, 
Mary Alden made a sweetly benign Rose and 


Alice Hollister an embittered, sarcastic spins- 
ter, who blighted her life for others. 

The settings, lighting and camera work were 
notable for their excellence.

It is questionable 
taste for a supposedly well bred young man 
to subject his fiancee to such indignities. Also 
it seemed as tho the world depended upon show- 
ing the star in every conceivable costume from 
bathing suit up to evening gown—and calling 
especial attention to her nether limbs, 

The foregoing may have been intended as 
light comedy, but it was much too heavy and 
clumsy to pass for anything but a lot or mau@- 
lin trash. It will bewilder and annoy an average 
audience which bas to suffer four reels before 
the boomefang knocks the hero the slap that was 
coming to him. Miss Percy is a pleasing young 
actress, but she certainly is handicapped with 
such a scenario.

And 
this report, as well as the other topics to be 
taken up, will prove that it would have been 
a good investment for the exhibitors who at- 
tend, It will be the first meeting since the or- 
ganization has taken on its increased member- 
ship. At the last convention it numbered less 
than 100, but since then, thru the untiring ef- 
forts of Mr. Van Praag and Mr. Liggett and 
the officers of the association the membership is 
now listed at 245. 


Kansas City, Kan., has been chosen as tue 
place for the convention, because of it being the 
exchange point, and Mr. Van Pragg’s idea ws 
it would attract a number of exhibitors to thi:

Rrooklyn, and to the patent law firm of Munn, 
Anderson & Munn, of New York City. After 
making a thoro investigation these patent lawyers 
ndvised the Luna Park Company that the Zarrow- 
Unger ‘Thru the Falls’ was an infringement of 

Mr. Maynes’ patents. 

“We were told,’’ continued Mr. Davis, ‘that 
Zarro-Unger had agreed to save Luna Park harm- 
less from any patent claims and in order to pro- 
tect this situation, and for the purpose of making 
if possible for Zarro-Unger to defend the guit 
if they cared to, we started suit in the United 
States District Court for the Eastern District of 
New York egrinst Luna Park. We made a mo- 
tion for preliminary injunction in that suit, and 
upoa advice of thcir counsel they appeared and 
they had no defense and the order for preliminary 
injunction was issued by Judge Chatfield on Sep- 
tember 9 prohibiting the operation of the Zarro- 
Unger ‘Thru the Falls’ at Luna Park.” 

In his opinion in the case of the Riding the 
Rapids Company Judge Garvin said in part: 
“We find in the fifth claim of the first patent 
the following elements are included: 

“An amusement apparatus, comprising a slide,
